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INTERNATIONAL’S BONDS 


A New Issue Is Said to Be a Possi- 
bility of the Near Future. 


The Results of Their Sale to Be Used to Pay Floating In- 
debtedness and to Furnish Additional Working 
Capital—The Plan Will Obviate the Necessity 

of Borrowing Moncey on Notes. 


An additional issue of bonds by the International Paper 
Company is among the possibilities of the near future, W7ll 
Street wiseacres declare. The report to that effect has 
been quietly circulating in the financial district for the past 
week, but so far has not got into print. The story as re- 
ported is that the company is about to issue a few million 
dollars’ worth of new bonds for “improvements.” This 
version, however, happens to be incorrect, the proposition 
under consideration being to make a bond issue in order 
to supply the company with sufficient working capital, the 
need of which has severely handicapped the company since 
its organization. The necessity for a much larger amount 
of ready money having been admitted right along, the 
officials of the International, after repeated discussions of 
the matter, have this time gone so far as to appoint a com- 
mittee to take charge of the whole question. This commit- 
tee has not made its report as yet, so it is stated; still 
from other sources it is learned that the stockholders of 
the company will this week be asked to approve of the pro- 
posed new bond issue. Until a special meeting of the 
stockholders is held and their approval obtained it is there- 
fore only natural that the officials of the International 
should be reticent in regard to the whole subject. Treas- 
urer Burbank, of the company, when seen by a representa- 
tive of THe Paper Trape JourNAL in reference to the bond 
question, politely declined to discuss the subject, but would 
neither affirm nor deny the reports of a prospective bond 
issue by his company. 

From inside Wall Street sources it has been learned that 
the money to be realized on the new bonds will be used 
solely for additional. working capital. While the amount 
of the issue contemplated is not known, it can be stated 
that it will be between $3,000,000 and $5,000,000, most 
likely the latter figure. The additional bonds, it is ex- 
plained, will not really increase the obligations of the com- 
pany, as the International is a constant borrower in the 
money market, owing at least $2,000,000 on its notes at all 
times. The larger part of the bond issue wil] be used to 
wipe out this standing indebtedness and will besides give 
the company some working capital. The change of its cur- 
rent indebtedness from four months’ notes to long time 
bonds would, it is claimed, really strengthen the company. 

In explanation of this statement the disadvantages of 
borrowing money in a tight market and the labor involved 
in being a constant borrower have been cited. Then 
again it is conceivable that the company, in common with 
other financially responsible corporations, might not be 
able to negotiate any loans~at all should a panic again 
strike Wall Street. The experience of bankers who in 
1873 could not even borrow money on Government bonds 
is an extreme illustration in point. The necessity, there- 
fore, of putting the affairs of the company beyond the 
reach of the ebb and flow of the financial current is said 
to be one of the reasons for the new bond issue. The 
moriey saved in interest charges on the current loans of 
the company would, it is claimed, about pay the yearly in- 
terest on the new bonds. 

The outstanding bonded indebtedness of the International 


Paper Company is a little over $13,000,000, about $10,000,- 
ooo of this amount having been issued when the company 
was .formed. The additional $3,000,000 are known as 
“Divisional Mortgage Bonds,” the same being old bonds of 
certain of its divisions later assumed by the company. 

When the International was formed the question of the 
amount of working capital necessary to successfully carry 
on the business was one of the most important that then 
occupied the attention of its officials. As all of these gen- 
tlemen had had long experience as owners and managers 
of individual companies, their estimates of the amount of 
capital they thought necessary for the combined mills was 
asked for. At that time the figure submitted by nearly all 
of them was on a basis of $6,000 per ton of production, 
or $6,000,000 for the then 1,000 tons production of the big 
company. While practically all hands agreed on that 
amount, it is now stated as a fact that the company never 
had more than $3,000,000 with which to do business. As 
a natural consequence, therefore, the company has had to 
gradually increase the amount of its short time loans until 
now, with a daily production of 1,700 tons, its outstanding 
notes average $2,000,000. 

The necessity of larger working capital is now even 
greater than it was six years ago, when the company was 
making only 1,000 tons of paper per day, and at that time 
the leading men of the company declared that they needed 
$6,000,000 instead of $3,000,000, the latter amount being the 
most the company has had at any time since its formation. 
Since the company was organized many changes in the sit- 
uation have taken place, but no additional working capital 
has been provided. Today, for instance, the company has over 
$3,000,000 invested in wood at its mills, whereas the in- 
vestment for pulp wood when the mills were brought to- 
gether was insignificant. 

The proposed bond issue, it is stated, will have to be 
approved by the stockholders, both preferred and common. 
These, it is understood, are more numerous than is gen- 
erally supposed, the average holdings of each preferred 
stockholder being only ninety shares, although certain in- 
dividuals are supposed to be larger holders. As for the 
common, that is even more widely held than the preferred. 

The amount of the proposed issue and the interest to be 
paid on it is a matter of speculation. That it will be 
a new issue and not a refunding proposition, whereby some 
of the old bonds are retired and new ones at a lower rate 
of interest issue, is settled. The reason for this is the fact 
that none of the old bonds can be called in, till 1908. In 
that year $600,000 worth of the bonds will be retired. For 
this purpose a sinking fund was provided. Money for 
this fund will begin to accumulate next year (1905), 
$150,000 per year being added to the fund for four years 
or until the sinking fund amounts to $600,000. This 
amount will then be expended in buying in the bonds at 
$105, the figure for their retirement. Each year after 1908 
the $150,000 of the sinking fund will be used to retire 
bonds to that amount. 


Senator Crane Out of Firm. 


Prrrsrietp, Mass., November 30, 1904.—United States 
Senator W. Murray Crane, of Dalton, who will take his 
seat in the Senate on Monday next as the successor of the 
late Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, has disposed of all 
of his interests in the Government paper mill in this city 
in order that the business may be continued legally. Sena- 
tor Crane has been the head of the paper making firm of 
Crane & Co., which since 1878 has held the Government 
contracts for banknote paper. As no member of either 
branch of Congress can enter into a contract with the 
Government, Senator Crane has transferred his interests 
in the concern to his son, W. M. Crane, Jr., of Dalton. 





A PAPER WAREHOUSE. 


A Proposition That Is Being Consid- 
ered by Philadelphia Dealers. 


The Project Is Now Before the Directors of the Philadelphia 
Paper Trade Association, and Will Be Placed Before the 
Association at Its Next Meeting—Favorably 
Regarded by Jobbers. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 29, 1904.—The big enterprise 
which members of the Paper Trade Association of Phila- 
delphia have been considering informally for some weeks, 
as a result of the enthusiastic and persistent agitation be- 
gun by the enterprising secretary, B. Frank Huntzinger, 
was laid before the board of directors today for consider- 
ation. It is the question of establishing in Philadelphia a 
warehouse for the exclusive storage of paper at a cost of 
between $200,000 and $300,000, to be provided by subscrip- 
tion to stocks and bonds of a close corporation limited to 
members of the association. 

This is the question to which guarded reference has been 
made in these columns for three weeks: past, which it was 
believed, and still is believed, will place the young but very 
active Philadelphia association well in the forefront of the 
paper trade associations of the country, but with which no 
one desired to identify himself publicly until the question 
had been thoroughly studied and the path making to suc- 
cess clearly defined. 

Today there is confidence on the part of Secretary 
Huntzinger and very many of the most influential mem- 
bers of the association with whom he has consulted. The 
trade was responsive to the proposal to erect a new ware- 
house exclusively designed and arranged for the handling 
of paper, because such a warehouse will answer a real 
need, felt in this city for many years and so much desired 
that individuals like David L. Ward were considering the 
question seriously of building such a structure as an in- 
dividual enterprise. 

The warehouse question was felt to be such a large one 
that the board of directors after considering it decided 
that it should be presented to and discussed by the as- 
sociation as a whole. This will be done at the meeting 
of the association to be held in the rooms of the Trades 
League early in December. 

Secretary Huntzinger sees in such a warehouse a great 
aid not only in the transaction of actual present business 
but in securing new business. 

“There is no doubt that the paper jobbers require stor- 
age facilities greater than those afforded by their own 
establishments,” said Mr, Huntzinger today. “Nearly 
every large house has been compelled to rent stores, 
floors or basements in the vicinity of the paper headquar- 
ters. Jayne, Commerce, Sansom and other smaller streets 
contain many basements and portions of buildings given 
over to the storage of paper; in addition large stocks are 
carried in the regular storage warehouses which make it 
a business to care for all kinds of merchandise. 

“The present plan of patronizing the miscellaneous 
storage warehouses or of renting floors and basements 
is by no means satisfactory. It is wasteful of time and 
money. In the big warehouses there arewno special. facil- 
ities for the quick storage or withdrawal.of paper stocks, 
and teams are compelled to wait for hours... Goods are 
handled several times, and there is no economy in th‘s

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MORE ACTIVE BUSINESS. 


Mills Are Generally Busy—Western Book Papers Sag in 
Price—Philadelphia Trade Better-—Good 
Demand in Boston. 


Trade conditions in the New York market ‘continue 
satisfactory. With the jobbers business is good and the 
outlook promising. All grades of paper are moving well 
in response to a strong demand. Because of the strength 
of the demand prices are well maintained and bid fair to 
continue firm, as the manufacturers cannot afford to 
lower prices in the face of an advancing market on raw 
stock. Concerning prices, it is said that the only thing 
that could induce the manufacturers to lower prices 
would be a sharp falling off in the demand. But even 
if such a change should take place, it would not be felt in 
the market for a few weeks, as all the mills have at least 
a three weeks’ run ahead. The question of prices came 
up this week in connection with the more conservative 
buying of the dealers, who are looking ahead to stock tak- 
ing time and are anxious to have as little surplus stock 
on hand as possible. But notwithstanding the reduced 
requirements of the dealers at this time, the market is 
still very firm, and will no doubt continue so till the first 
of the year at least. The high cost of all the raw ma- 
terials and the scarcity of ground wood will, it is pre- 
dicted, be more of a factor after the first of the year in 
determining prices than they are at present. So even if 
the midwinter dullness should be extra severe, the scarcity 
and high cost of the raw stock would of themselves be 
sufficient to hold prices very firm. It is already reported 
that the manufacturers of wood manilas are asking more 
money for their products, because of the scarcity of 
ground wood. The recent change of the basis weights 
of both bag papers and manilas by a number of the man- 
ufacturers has helped to stiffen the market on all grades 
of wrappings. On box boards the market has been at a 
standstill this week, because of the failure of the negotia- 
tions for a reduction of the board production of the coun- 
try. Buyers are now withholding orders in the hope of 
obtaining still lower quotations. In the other grades of 
paper there have been no important changes this week. 
News paper continues firm, despite the increased pro- 
duction due to the charge to news of a few mills hereto- 
fore making manilas. Book papers are also reported 
firm and in good demand. Writings are moving steadily 
at the old prices, but cannot be said to be active. Orders 
for specialties in writings and other kinds of paper are 
quite numerous, 


Holyoke Business Fair. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
ue Parer Trave JourNat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., November 29, 1904. 


Business the past week has continued very fair. Mills 
are all running, and while there has not been a brisk de- 
mand for paper, trade is holding up well and in some 
lines of fine papers gains have been noticed. There is 
little change in orders as compared with last week, and it 
is confidently expressed by manufacturers that business 
will regain its normal condition within a short time and 
equal in volume that ‘done last year at this time. 

The American Writing Paper Company continues to 
handle the usual number of orders, sufficient to keep all 
of its mills fairly busy. The minor repairs which have 
been going on in some of the mills are nearing comple- 
tion. 

Mills in Berkshire County and other Western Massa- 
chusetts sections report a very good condition of trade. 
Orders are being received in a satisfactory manner. Trade 
has a firmer tone, and it is believed will continue good 
with these mills. Ferry. 


Good Volume of Business in Boston.

Boston, Mass., November 29, 1904. 

Reports of local paper jobbers are of the same tenor, 
all of them claiming to be doing a good volume of busi- 
ness, and the claims seem to be well founded, judging 
by the cheerfulness of manner with which they couple 
their statements. That dealers could handle a larger 
volume of trade is not to be denied, but then they are 
very well satisfied with the present conditions of the busi- 
ness. The traveling representatives of the big city job- 
bing houses are sending in numerous orders; mail orders 
are also coming to hand in goodly numbers, and the 
daily call for paper by city consumers is of good. magni- 
tude. And the daily shipments of paper by jobbing dis- 
tributers show that the demand is not confined to any 
special grade, everything in paper moving quite freely, 
from news and book to manilas and store wrappings of 
all kinds. Local representatives of New England mills 
report that orders are sufficiently numerous to keep their 
machines running full time, and that no anxiety is being 
felt concerning the immediate future—that is, not on the 


score of orders. Conditions are such that manufacturers 
are a little more discriminating in accepting orders than 
they were a month or two back. Mill quotations, while 
showing no change of late, are being firmly held, and 
mill representatives talk very strongly of higher prices, 
some claiming to be getting better prices now than a 
month ago on special business.

Excellent Trade in Philadelphia.

PuHIvape.tpH1a, November 29, 1904.—There are few mem- 
bers of the jobbing trade who expected to find so soon 
after election a large increase in the general paper trade, 
for experience has proved the truth of the axiom that paper 
is the last industry to feel the effects of a mercantile im- 
provement. While trade is in excellent shape, there is no 
evidence of boom, and indeed this absence has really en- 
couraged the trade to expect after the new year sets in a 
record breaking period of activity, which it is believed will 
exceed the high water mark of 1897 and the first years of 
the McKinley first administration. In some lines, as 
wrapping paper, there has been a heavy growth, but this 
is attributable more i» the advent of the holidays than to 
any other cause. At the close of each year the wrapping 
paper trade increases, and this annual increase is now 
here, greater perhaps than last year because numerous tex- 
tile and other industries, which for a long time were idle, 
have resumed full activity, but still merely normal. But 
in all lines of trade there is evidence of a healthfulness 
which presages a splendid future. 

“TI feel confident that 1905 will exceed the best years 
the paper trade has known,” said J. B. Mitchell, of A. G 
Elliot & Co., today. Mr. Mitchell is regarded as the dean 
of the paper trade, and his opinions are always received 
with attention. a 

“I do not believe that we shall have a boom, but I do 
believe that we will experience a sound, healthful trade, 
which will not spend itself in one year or even two. Con- 
ditions are everywhere ripening for such a result. The 
great railroads centering here are ordering thousands of 
cars, and are re-employing all their old help and placing all 
on full time. Large carpet manufacturing industries have 
resumed business. The great textile district is active. 
Money is plentiful. The period of inflation is past, and 
has given place to a time of sound, solid business.” 

The week was broken by the Thanksgiving holiday, and 
for this reason trade was a little quiet. But the earmarks 
of activity are showing everywhere. E. R. G. 





Western Book Mills Retaliate by Lower Prices.

It has been a week of more or less excitement in the 
paper trade. As noted in last week’s issue there was an all 
day meeting of the Interstate Paper Company on Tuesday. 
On Thursday there was a drop of a quarter of a cent a 
pound on No. 1 machine finished and super book. The 
lower price has been made generally by Western mills, in- 
dependent of affiliation, and the impression is abroad in 
the trade that the mills will make the same quotations for 
delivery in New York, Philadelphia and Boston as in Chi- 
cago. This is a measure of retaliation, it is said, against 
the Eastern mills, who have been making low prices in or- 
der to unioad their product on the West. 

Trade has been only moderately active in the city the 
past week, and among the printing establishments there 
have been quite a few idle presses. However, this condition 
is not expected to continue, and everyone seems to be look- 
ing forward to an early resumption of activity. It is only 
natural that there should be some halting of demand on a 
decline, and there seems to be a feeling in some quarters 
that there may possibly be another drop of a quarter of a 
cent. This, in all probability, however, will depend on the 
action of the Eastern mills in the matter. It looks a little 
like a fight for supremacy in the Western market between 
the Eastern and Western mills. VAN. 


Miami Valley Business Satisfactory.

Dayton, Ohio, November 28, 1904.—Business conditions 
are fairly satisfactory to most tradesmen, though to some 
the situation does not seem as greatly improved as it should 
be, following what may be considered a “settled condition 
of the nation’s affairs.” The shortage of cars at this sea- 
son, coming as it did rather unexpectedly, indicates either 
one of two things—business is moving forward at a most 
lively clip, or the railroads lack ordinary equipment. The 
latter is hardly the case, as the railrogds in most instances, 
it is pointed out here, ordered not only large passenger 
equipmentgebut freight locomotives and cars in anticipation 
of a vastly increased trade during the Exposition. The 
local car works have been working rather unsteadily until 
recently, when orders came in abundance. The latter part 
of last week was marked ‘by a disorganization of forces, 
due to a holiday, many workers remaining off duty half 
the week Prices in the regular grades are firm and the 


demand normal. Just now the holiday rush is on, and all 
sorts of knockdown boxes are finding a ready market. 
All lines of paper novelties in season are also moving 
readily. Dealers as well as manufacturers are gratified 
over this phase of the business. M. V. 





Better Indications in Wisconsin.

AppLeton, Wis., November 28, 1904.—It is something of 
an indication of the condition of business to know that 
practically all the mills in this valley shut down on Thanks- 
giving Day.

While it is true that new business 
is slow in coming in and in the paper lines does not seem 
to keep pace with the improvement that is being registered 
elsewhere, particularly in the iron business, some of the 
manufacturers are admitting that within the past week 
things are beginning to look a little better. Even the news 
market has been dull in spite of the interest taken in the 
war in Manchuria. So while present conditions are not all 
that might be fondly wished, hope springs eternal in the 
breast of the paper manufacturer, and better things are 
looked for ere long.

A PAPER WAREHOUSE. 


(Continued from page 3.) 

Association—is therefore considering at this time the erec- 
tion of a warehouse exclusively for the storage of paper. 
My idea is that such a structure could be built, of the slow 
burning type of construction, on one of the railroad lines 
entering the city, for between $200,000 and $300,000. I be- 
lieve this sum could readily be raised from among the 
members of the association, who doubtlessly \vould form 
another association for this specific purpose. All with 
whom I have discussed the question approve of it, and I 
have no doubt the scheme can be pressed to a successful 
conclusion. 

“It has been estimated that storage charges now paid by 
the jobbing houses could be reduced by almost 50 per cent. 
if such a co-operative warehouse were erected. By putting 
up a proper building we could secure a very low rate of 
insurance and by choosing a site on one of the railroad 
lines we could handle stocks with an economy of time and 
cost. 

“With increased and cheaper storage facilities the jobber 

would be in a position to go after larger orders. Some 
of the jobbers now cannot go directly after the very largest 
orders for the reason that proper storage facilities are 
wanting. But with an association warehouse this difficulty 
would not arise. 
_ “In a warehouse exclusively designed for the handling 
and storage of paper many features of special benefit could 
be installed, and I am confident that those who subscribe 
to the stock—and I do not believe there will be any diffi- 
culty in having it all taken—will secure not only cheaper 
storage rates but a good interest on their investment as 
well.” 

The Paper Trade Association has just been extended the 
courtesies of the Trades League headquarters in the 
Bourse, and hereafter the meetings of the association will 
be held there, at least until such a time as the association 
has decided to establish headquarters of its own.

Maine Pulp and Paper Company. 


Lewiston, Me., November 28, 1904.—Realty transfers 
which may be extremely important to this section of Maine 
have been made during the past few.weeks by land owners 
along the banks of the Androscoggin River to the Maine 
Pulp and Paper Company. 

Many of them already have been recorded and others 
will be. The transfers practically give the Maine 
Pulp and Paper Company the water privileges from the 
Googin Dam, so called, to Livermore Falls, including the 
valuable falls at Turner Centre bridge and North Turner 
bridge.

Nature May Be Peacemaker in Roofing Paper War. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CO?RESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 29, 1904.—The price slashing 
warfare of the coal tar interests still keeps up right merrily, 
with no disposition on anyone’s part for an armistice, and 
certainly no effort on the part of the consumer, the only 
person involved who is getting any benefit out of the situ- 
ation, to bring hostilities to an end. 

But it is expected that nature will be the peacemaker, 
for the first heavy snow storm that comes along will mean 
the practical end of the building paper business until mid- 
March. By that time it is believed that the warring mem- 
bers of the late coal tar combination, who now see the 
error of their ways, but who persist in following each his 
own path, will be compelled to come together in an agree- 
ment for self protection. 

It is not believed that the unfair advantage which the 
consumer now enjoys at the expense of the trade will con- 
tinue after business opens up in spring. For the next 
step to sales without profit, and often below the actual 
cost of manufacture, will be a cutting of another kind— 
a cutting into quality. Thus far the quality of goods has 
been maintained, but if the warfare is continued until 
spring, when the year’s business opens, something else be- 
side profit will be sacrificed, and low prices will probably 
be matched by low qualities. E. R. G. 


Protest Against the Diversion of Water Power. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, November 28, 1904.—A formal protest 
against the diversion of water power by the Minnesota 
Canal and Power Company has been made to the Secretary 
of State for Canada by Lazarus Silverman, of Chicago, 
president of the Enterprise Iron and Land Company. The 
latter claims that the former is preparing to divert the 
rivers and streams which at present run in a northerly and 
westerly direction through the State of Minnesota, and 
empty into the waters of the international boundary. Mr. 
Silverman claims that Canada should take cognizance of 
the proposed works, as they affect a large percentage of 
the waters along the international boundary between the 
State of Minnesota and the Province of Ontario. The 
amount of territory in Minnesota drained by the waters 
which are to ‘be diverted is 1,100 square miles. A map 
showing the territory. affected and details of the power 
company’s plans have been forwarded to the Canadian 
Secretary of State, who will give the matter his considera- 
tion. i.

The examination of S. L. Reinhardt, of S. L. Reinhardt 
& Co., 177 Hudson street, now in bankruptcy, was con- 
tinued on Tuesday of this week before Seaman Miller, 
referee, at his offices in the New York Life Building. J. 
A. Arnold, attorney for a number of the creditors, asked 
the bankrupt many questions which were suggested by the 
preliminary report of the expert accountant, now at work 
on the firm’s books in the interest of the minority cred- 
itors. By his questions Mr. Arnold endeavored to trace 
the records on the books of the various transactions, as 
to which testimony has already been given. He also 
wanted to know from the bankrupt whether all the moneys 
and checks received and disbursed by him appeared 
on his books and how he, the bankrupt, kept in- 
formed of his bills payable and his daily bank balance. 
From these and other questions it can be seen that the ex- 
amination was largely a technical one, relating as it did 
chiefly to the method and manner in which the firm’s books 
were kept. Stress was laid by Mr. Arnold on the loss 
of the old bank book of the Grm, for which a duplicate had 
been issued by the Importers and Traders Bank and on 
the swapping of checks by the bankrupt, and also on his 
habit of post dating checks and holding them back till they 
were to be paid out. In answer to questions Mr. Rein- 
hardt said that Samuel Klein, of Cincinnati, Ohio, whose 
name appears on the schedules as a creditor for $5,000, was 
his uncle and that the debt was for borrowed money. Mr. 
Fischer, the bookkeeper for the firm, whose return from 
Europe was expected last week, is still abroad. Mr. 
Fischer was to have been examined this week. The ex- 
amination of Mr. Reinhardt was finished on Tuesday. An 
adjourned first meeting of the creditors was set for De- 
cember 7 at 2 o'clock p. m.

THE INVENTOR OF SULPHITE. 


Professor Fittica Replies to Some Criticisms of His Statements 
as to the Merits of Tilghman 
and Mitscherlich, 


Tue Paper Trape Journat has received the following 
letter from Professor Fittica: 


To the Editor of The Paper Trade Journal: 


Dear Sir—In my history of the manufacturing of sul- 
phite stuff I mentioned especially that it was Tilghman, 
besides others, who had already undertaken to make ex- 
periments to produce sulphite fibre by means of sulphurous 
acid, but that, however, it was Mitscherlich who provided 
a practical foundation to these experiments and who must 
be called the first (inventor) in case the question arises as 
to a really practical invention. 

The germs of the idea of a new invention, a new princi- 
ple, a new law, a new conception of the universe only take 
root gradually. Each idea has its forerunner, and these 
forerunners are present in every direction, in the science 
of nature and law, in medicine, philosophy, and even in re- 
ligion; but above all, however, in technology. The per- 
son, however, who forms these ideas into practical shape 
must be considered the inventor, because his forerunners 
have not performed a technical realization. Now, it is 
stated, concerning myself on page 16, Volume 39, No. 16, 
of Tue Paper Trape JourNAL, that in consequence of my 
statements I am not a fair minded man. What do we call 
fair mindedness. In reality, modesty, abnegation? Where 
this abnegation takes place without affecting the truth it 
is content in rendering a truthful dissertation of facts, 
without being jubilant and triumphant. That is what I 
have done, according to my knowledge. 

Consequently, I repeat herewith that it was Tilghman, 
besides others, who furnished the first idea of manufactur-

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ing sulphite fibre, but it was Mitscherlich who added hand 
and foot to the practice, and therefore he must be called 
the real technical inventor of the sulphite cellulose fabri- 
cation.

A “John Doe” Wall Paper Trust Investigation. 


Legal proceedings against “John Doe” came up in the 
West Side Court, New York, on Monday, when Harry 
Love, of West New Brighton, S. I., sought to gain infor- 
mation against what he terms the “Wall Paper Trust.” 
The Wall Paper Manufacturers’ Association and the Na- 
tional Print Cutters’ Association were represented by John 
Toole, a lawyer, at 277 Broadway, who denied there is any 
Wall Paper Trust. 

The complainant asserted that the so called trust had 
been resorting to methods which would prevent an inde- 
pendent concern from doing business. He said he was a 
block cutter who had been doing a good business by cut- 
ting out woodcuts for printing wall paper until the alleged 
trust took steps to cripple his business. 

He said that in 1902 he employed forty-four men and had 
a business of $72,000. The following year his business fell 
away to $10,000 and thus far in the year 1904 he has not 
been able to do anything at all. 

T. I. Eastwood, who said he represented the Campbell 
Wall Paper Company, of Trenton, N. J., was a witness, and 
began to tell of a conference held by the wall paper manu- 
facturers at the Victoria Hotel last June, when Mr. Toole, 
counsel for the manufacturers, told him not to answer ques- 
tions that he did not wish to answer. Magistrate Ommen 
interrupted, and threatened to send Mr. Toole from the 
room. The lawyer asked if it was not a criminal prosecu- 
tion and if the defendants could not be heard, whereupon 
the magistrate answered that it was not a criminal prosecu- 
tion and there were no defendants. The case was ad- 
journed until next Saturday.

A Fire Awakens Colonel Wing’s Memories. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 28, 1904.—The disastrous fire 
which visited the Queen City last week damaged the es- 
tablishment of a printing and stationery company, but it 
was a comparatively small loser. Col. C. B. Wing, of the 
Diem & Wing Paper Company, who was on the scene most 
of the time watching his property across the street from 
the conflagration, referred to a singular coincidence of the 
fire of the Chatfield & Woods Company twenty-five years 
ago. “The circumstances were very similar,” said he. 
“The Chatfield & Woods Company occupied the building 
on the site at present occupied by the Loring Andrew Com- 
pany. I was manager of the Chatfield & Woods Company 
at the time, and I distinctly remember that the fire hap- 
pened on the same day of the week, about the same hour 
of the day and about this time of the year. The blaze 
burned as fiercely as did this one, and it was not long be- 
fore the entire building and contents were in the cellar. 
A relic of that fire is the old statue of Cincinnatus, which 
for years stood at the foot of the staircase on the east 
side of the City Building.” M. V.

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MEAD VERSUS INTERSTATE. 


The Mead Paper Company Sues the Interstate Paper Com- 
pany for $31,085.97, With Interest—A Lively 
Time Serving Garnishee Writs. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR. CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 25, 1904.—An interesting suit 
was filed today in the courts of this county by the Mead 
Paper Company against the Interstate Paper Company, the 
action having been instituted for $31,085.97, with interest, 
which is alleged to be due on an account. The action was 
in reality brought by the trustees of the company, J. D. 
Whitmore, of this city; John Tomlinson, of Chillicothe, 
and H. S. Rogers, of Cincinnati, all of whom represent 
the various banks which recently filed suits for a large 
amount said to be due on promissory notes, and to whom 
a mortgage was issued some time ago. 

Appended to the petition is a list of many firms in this 
and other cities which are claimed to have moneys due 
the Interstate Paper Company, and on these firms writs of 
garnishee are being served. For this reason great precau- 
tion was taken in filing the suit and keeping the matter 
as quiet as possible. Yesterday a representative of a local 
law firm had an exciting experience in Cincinnati, whither 
he went to serve the writs, together with a constable. It 
being a holiday it was necessary to make ‘service on the 
members of the firnis at their homes as far as possible, and 
an automobile was secured. The young attorney, repre- 
senting Gottschall & Limbert and McMahon & McMahon, 
scurried over the suburban hills of Cincinnati and created 
consternation in many homes just about the time turkey 
was being served. 

The Mead Paper Company was one of the original thir- 
teen book concerns ir. the Middle West to enter the so 
called.combine which controlled the book market in a sec- 
tion of the country. The selling agency is said to have 
been originated largely by the efforts of J. Howard Friend, 
president of the G. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company. 
The suit is of special interest, coming, as it does, after a 
number of suits had been filed by the various banks against 
the Mead Company for money due. The object of gar- 
nisheeing the moneys held by the firms owing the Inter- 
state is to tie up the sums necessary to liquidate the debt 
the plaintiff company claims is due it, it is said, provided 
liquidation is ordered when the suit comes up for settle- 
ment. 

The representative of the local law firm, E. H. Turner, 
spent all of yesterday in Cincinnati and skirmished about 
the Queen City with Deputy Sheriff Cormany, not com- 
pleting his task by nightfall. Most of the paper dealers 
and manufacturers were taken by surprise. The following

The Rainy River Projects. 


St. Paut, Minn., November 26, 1904.—Millions of cap- 
ital will be invested to build and operate on a large scale 
paper, flour and milling industries in the Rainy Lake re- 
gion by the Rainy Lake Improvement Association, which 
filed articles of incorporation with the Secretary of State 
this week. It is said that the great lumber companies at 
Koochiching and the Koochiching Power Company are be- 
hind the enterprise. 

One of the chief improvements contemplated is the erec- 
tion of a large dam across Rainy River near International 
Falls, at an estimated cost of $300,000. This dam will fur- 
nish power for the industries at Koochiching and other 
Minnesota and Canadian towns in the vicinity. 

A mammoth flour mill will be erected, and the promoters 
of the project predict that in a short time Northern Min-

nesota will be as famous as Minneapolis for flour mills. It 
is expected that the mill will be grinding Canadian wheat 
within a year. 

The paper mill will have a capacity of 100 tons of pape 
a day. The plant will have 30,000 horse power. ‘The in 
corporators say that it will be two years before this mill 
is in operation. A canal will be built between Lakes Kaba 
togama and Nemakan to facilitate the storage of power 

The actual capital of the corporation is $100,000, but its 
limited bonded indebtedness is $5,000,000. The incorpo- 
rators are E. W. Bakus, W. F. Brooks, A. E. Horr, R. L 
Horr and G. J. Rockwood, of Minneapolis, representing 
the Brooks-Scanlon Company, and H. B. Winchell, of 
Butte, Mon. 


Official Close of Fox River Navigation.

APPLETON, Wis., November 28, 1904.—Last Saturday 
the War Department gave notice that the official close 
of navigation on these waters would occur December i 
This is the latest date for the closing of navigation in 
twenty or thirty years. Most of the steamboats are still 
running, but all of them will be laid up for the winter 
before the Ist, as on that date the locks and draw- 
bridges will be closed for the winter. During the winter 
new gates will be put in by the Government at the De 
Pere lock, and repairs of a general nature will be made 
elsewhere to Government works along the river. As yet 
there is no ice along the waterways, but the days and 
nights are getting a little colder all the time, and snow 
and freezing weather cannot be very far away. 

The water in the lake is falling slowly, but still stands 
several inches above the crest of the Menasha dam, so 
that the full flow of the river is still being used for power.

Uniform Bill of Lading Investigation. 


Wasuincton, D. C., November 28, 1904.—The paper 
trade will be interested to learn that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has ordered an investigation in Chicago 
on December 5 of numerous petitions filed by the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association and other trade organizations 
in the official classification territory, complaining of oner- 
ous conditions in the uniform bill of lading which carriers 
propose to put into effect January 1. The petitioners, the 
various carriers by railway in the territory and members 
of the uniform bill of lading committee have been cited to 
appear and make full disclosure. Others interested have 
also been invited to appear and participate in the hearings 

It is complained that the new regulations will make the 
bills of lading not negotiable, will require shippers by sig- 
nature to assent to conditions not heretofore enforced, and 
thereby recognize such conditions to be reasonable and 
just, and will compel shippers to bind themselves to condi- 
tions which largely exempt the carrier from its common 
law liability. Complaint is made also that it will diminish 
the value of the service to the shipper, while maintaining 
the accustomed charge, and will make the shipper pay 20 
per cent. of the rate in addition if he insists on the carrier's 
common law liability, thereby giving the old service at an

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THE TRADE DEATH ROLL. 


W. W. Taggart, of Watertown, N. Y.—Gen. A. C. Barnes, of 
New York—Daniel M. Dickinson, of Holyoke, Mass.— 
Alexis I. Dupont, of Wilmington, Del.—J. Bonnell 
Smith, of Dayton, Ohio. 


Watertown, N. Y., November 29, 1904—William W. 
Taggart, one of the best known paper manufacturers in 
this part of the State, and a gentleman well known to peo- 
ple in the paper trade, died at his home in this city this 
morning. 

William W. Taggart was born in Leray, Jefferson 
County, N. Y., December 28, 1825. His grandfather was 
Joseph Taggart, a pioneer of the Black River Valley, who 
came to this part of the country with his parents during 
the early years of the last century. Henry Taggart, son 
of Joseph, married Julia Dighton, daughter of John Digh- 
ton, an early settler in the town of Pamelia. In Henry 
Taggart’s family there were eight children, William W. 
being the fourth. His early education was obtained in the 
common schools and academies of Evans Mill, Gouverneur 
and Watertown. His father died when William was 
twelve years old. In 1846 he entered Wesleyan University 
at Middletown, Conn., and was graduated in 1849. He then 
went West and remained a few years. 

Upon his return to Watertown he studied law in the 
ofice of Mullin & Merwin. He was admitted to practice 
in 1856 and soon after began practice in Terre Haute, 
Ind., where he lived for two years. Upon his return he 
lived on the old homestead in Leray, from which town he 
was elected to the Assembly in 1859, serving during the 
session of 1860. In 1861, December 19, Mr. Taggart was 
married to Susan Lee, daughter of Daniel Lee. After this 
he took up the practice of law in Watertown in the office 
of David M. Bennett, but in 1863 Mr. Bennett was elected 
surrogate and two years later Mr. Taggart became special 
surrogate. In the fall of 1867 Mr. Taggart was elected 
surrogate and served in that capacity for ten years. 

In 1866 Mr. Taggart became one of the organizers of 
the first paper mill to manufacture manilas on Black River. 
The promoters were George West, Lewis Palmer, Byron 


B. Taggart and William W. Taggart. Later the Taggart 
Brothers became the sole owners and proprietors of the 
concern. In 1886 this was converted into a stock company 
under the name of Taggart Brothers Company, and Henry 
W. Taggart and George C. Sherman were taken into the 
business. 

Since 1878 Mr. Taggart had traveled extensively on this 
continent and Europe, including a journey to the North 
Cape; also in Africa and Morocco to Egypt, taking a trip 
up the Nile. Mr. Taggart took a leading part in organizing 
the Taggarts Paper Company, with mills at Felts Mill and 
Great Bend. For many years he was a director of the Na- 
tional Union Bank, of this city, and was its president at 
the time of his death. He was also president of the Water- 
town Savings Bank, the Taggarts Paper Company and the 
Taggart Brothers Company. In politics Mr. Taggart was 
originally a Whig and then an earnest Republican. He is 
survived by a daughter, Mrs. George C. Sherman, and one 
son, Henry W. Taggart, who is secretary, treasurer and 
general manager of the Taggarts Brothers Company, all 
of this city. B. 





Aurrep C. Barnes. 

Brig. Gen. Alfred Cutler Barnes, vice president of the 
American Book Company, who was State inspector of rifle 
practice under Governor Cornell, colonel of the Thirteenth 
Regiment, and later colonel of the Twenty-third Regiment, 
died on Monday morning at his home, 114 Pierrepont 
street, Brooklyn, after an illness of less than four days. 
Pneumonia was the cause of his death. 

General Barnes was born in Philadelphia on October 27, 
1842, and was the eldest son of A. S. Barnes, the publisher. 
The family moved to Brooklyn when General Barnes was 
three years old, and he had lived there ever since. He en- 
tered his father’s firm, and became its head in 1868. In 
1891 the school book business of the,xBarnes Company was 
reorganized as the American Book Company, and he be- 
came vice president of the new concern. 

General Barnes founded the Astor Place Bank, in Man- 
hattan, and became its president. He was a director of the 
Brooklyn Library for several years and was its president 
for several terms. He was a member of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, a trustee of Adelphi College, 


Brooklyn; of Cornell University, and of the Polytechnic 
Institute of Brooklyn. In 1879 he was appointed a trustee 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, and continued as such until the 
completed bridge was turned over to the city. He was a 
member of several of the clubs in both Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan, and was president of the Aldine Association at the 
time of his death. 





J. Bonnett Smira. 

Dayton, Ohio, November 29, 1904—Capt. J. Bonnell 
Smith, a well known resident, who for some time has been 
connected with the Weston Paper and Manufacturing 
Company, died last midnight at his home, Monument ave- 
nue and Wilkinson street. He returned from St. Louis on 
November 9 and since that time has been confined to his 
home. Heart trouble was the accredited cause of death. 
The captain was well and favorably known in this vicinity. 
He came to Dayton a few years after the Civil War and 
had resided here continuously. He served in the Confed- 
erate Army and was on the staffs of Generals Beauregard 
and Wheeler, enlisting from Charleston, S. C., his birth- 
place. He entered the oil business upon coming to Day- 
ton, but subsequently became interested in the paper trade 
and had a wide acquaintance. . M. V. 





Daniret M. Dickinson. 

Daniel M. Dickinson, aged seventy-four, who for five 
years prior to 1888 was associated with his brother, the 
late George R. Dickinson, in the paper business at Holyoke, 
Mass., being the head of the Excelsior Mill, died suddenly 
on the 15th at Bakersfield, Cal. Mr. Dickinson before 
going to Holyoke in 1883 was for twenty years a resident 
of Norwich, Conn. In 1888 he removed to Iowa, and 
thence to California in 1893 because of his health. 





A.exis I. Dupont. 

Witmincton, Del., November 26, 1904.—Alexis I. Du- 
pont, a member of the E. I. Dupont-De Nemours Company, 
died today at his home near this city. For a number of 
years Mr. Dupont was engaged in the manufacture of pa- 
per in Louisville, Ky., and later was interested in the street 
railway business in Brooklyn.

As will be seen by a news story printed on the first 
reading page of this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
there is a possibility that the International Paper Com- 
pany will shortly put on the market a new issue of bonds 
in order to pay off floating indebtedness and to provide 
additional working capital for the company, and to obviate 
the necessity on the part of the company of borrowing 
The subject has been discussed by the 
company’s officers on many occasions anc it is now in 
The stockholders, 
of course, will have the deciding vote in the matter. 

It is argued on behalf of the bond issue that it would 
wipe out the interest charges on temporary loans and that

has been deemed necessary by its leading men the new 


issue would also provide such additional capital as may be 
needed. 

There have been times when the money market was in 
such a condition that practically no money could be had, 
even on Government bonds, and should this new issue of 
bonds be made it will not be necessary for the Interna- 
tional to go into the loan market and run the risks and 
expenses that are present in time of panic. It is more than 
probable that the new issue of bonds will be made. 


The uniform bill of lading that the railroads propose to 
put in effect on January 1 will be the subject of an in- 
vestigation by the Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
will be begun in Chicago in a few days, as a result of 
petitions filed by the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association 
and other trade organizations. The uniform bill of lading 
is a document which has been much discussed and as to 
the terms of which there is considerable difference of 
opinion. The new bill of lading is not negotiable, it re- 
quires shipper to assent by signature to conditions not 
heretofore enforced and to release the carrier from obliga- 
tions imposed on him by common law, causing an increased 
charge to be laid on the shipper if he insists on the carrier 
assuming the liability imposed on him by law. The bill 
of lading is as complicated as a life or fire insurance pol- 
icy, and in many of its features is distinctly disadvan- 
tageous to the shipper. 


“Prof. F. Fittica, of Marburg, Germany, in a letter which 
we print on page 6 reiterates statements made by him here- 
tofore as to Mitscherlich being the real inventor of 
sulphite fibre. We take pleasure in printing the letter, 
but the opinions expressed in it do not at all alter the 
fact that Benjamin C. Tilghman, of Philadelphia, was in 
fact the man to whose genius we are itidebted for sulphite 
fibre. Others, including Mitscherlich, have worked in the 
same departntent and have made their own discoveries and 
inventions, but that does not constitute any of them as the 
discoverer of the article, nor does the fact that Tilghman 
was the discoverer detract at all from the results of their 
labors. 


Northern New York is certainly a great country, so far 
as the development of the paper and pulp industry is con- 
cerned. It has grown wonderfully in this line, and yet if 
one judges rightly only the beginning has been made.

Some time ago THe Paper Trape JourNAt in its Apple- 
ton correspondence announced that a device for preparing 
bisulphite liquor, and invented by Paul Drewson and John 
Parent, was in successful operation in a Wisconsin mill. 
This week we illustrate and describe the apparatus at 
length, so that pulp makers generally will see just what 
it is. We also describe and illustrate a new paper making 
apparatus invented by Robert Binns, of South Windham, 
Cona., and intended for producing special patterned paper 
of increased thickness at certain predetermined points.

Apparatus for Preparing Bisulphite Liquor, Invented by 
Paul Drewsen and John Parent—Paper 
Making Apparatus. 


Paul Drewson and John Parent, of Shawano, Wis., as- 
signors to Drewsen-Parent Construction Company, of 
Shawano, Wis., have been granted patent No. 774,860, 
covering an apparatus for preparing bisulphite liquor. 

“In the manufacture of pulp,” say the inventors, “either 
from wood or other fibrous matter, by the sulphite 
process a bisulphite liquor is employed, which liquor is 
produced by mixing SO: gases with milk of lime as a 
base, and the means and method commonly employed for 
this purpose consist of a tank or tanks containing a 
thousand or more gallons of milk of lime, into and 
through which the gases are forced by some powerful 
means, as by strong vacuum pumps or large centrifugal 
pumps, it being necessary for the proper absorption of 
the gases by the milk of lime to so considerably agitate 
or disturb the liquid (milk of lime) as to, to some extent 
at least, divide and separate it advisably into more or 
less of a spray condition in the presence of the gases. 
This is a very slow and consequently expensive process, 
and is not entirely satisfactory, even as to the complete- 
ness with which the result is effected. Our 
relates to an apparatus by means of which this mixing of 
the gases with the milk of lime can be accomplished 
rapidly and successfully by comparatively simple and in- 
expensive means and with a less amount of force than 


invention 






vided with a packing, of any material and form in com- 
mon use, adapted for the purpose of making the connec- 
tion substantially gastight. In one side of the tank an 
aperture or doorway is provided at and above each shait 
to permit of the removal of the agitator from the tank 
therethrough, the aperture or doorway being closed by a 
door 11, secured in place by any convenient means, as by 
turn buttons 12, hinged on the side of the tank. The agi- 
tators may be rotated by a pinion 13 on each shaft, the 
pinions gearing with wheels on a driving shaft 14 or by 
equivalent means. To prevent the liquid from flowing 
back along the bottom of the tank after it has been 
thrown up into a spray and has fallen again in the tank, 
a series of dams or riffle bars 15 is provided, consisting 
advisably of strips of wood, conveniently 2x4 pieces, 
extending across the tank from side to side and nailed 
to the bottom thereof between each two of the agitators 
and advisably near to and behind each agitator in the di- 
rection of the flow of the material from the inlet port to 
the discharge port. 

For preserving a suitable temperature of the liquid and 
the interior of the tank, and especially to prevent undue 
or overheating thereof, particularly in the summer, means 
are provided for conveying running water through the tank 
in suitable conduits therefor. These conduits may each con- 
sist of a pipe 16, advisably a rigid pipe, passing into the tank 
through a removable bar 17, adapted to rest on the top edges 
of the sides of the tank, the pipe being advisably bent or 
carried in return pipe form back and forth substantially 
across the interior of the tank and downwardly to near 
the bottom of the tank, where it is carried across the tank 
and thence upwardly and out through the bar 17. This

has heretofore been employed for mixing the gases with 
the liquid.” 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a vertical longitudinal sec- 
tion of a tank and other devices therewith embodying the 
invention. Fig. 2 is a top plan view of the tank and 
other parts of the apparatus therewith, a portion of the 
cover of the tank being broken away and removed to 
exhibit interior construction. Fig. 3 is a transverse sec- 
tion of the tank, showing other parts of the apparatus 
therewith. Fig. 4 shows a fragment of one side of the 
tank, illustrating particularly small doors in the side of 
the tank for removing interior parts of the apparatus. 

In the drawings, 2 represents a tank of such size 
and form as is desirable for holding a considerable quan- 
tity of the milk of lime while being changed into bisul- 
phite liquor by having gases mixed therewith. This 
tank may be of any suitable material, but wood is advis- 
ably employed, and preferably yellow pine. The tank is 
provided with an inlet port 3 for supplying the tank 
with milk of lime, and at the other end with an inlet 
port 4 for supplying the tank with the gases that are 
to be mixed with and absorbed’ by the milk of lime. 
Also a discharge port 5 is provided in the bottom of 
the tank near that end most distant from the inlet port 3, 
this discharge port being advisably formed of a pipe. 
For agitating the milk of lime in the tank and, in fact, 
for throwing it upwardly into sheets or in a spray, so as 
to permit the gases to readily and thoroughly mix with 
the liquid, we provide a considerable number of agita- 
tors 6, each consisting of a shaft 7, extending through 
the tank from side to side near the bottom thereof, and 
having bearing boxes 8 on any suitable frame or support 
9 outside of the tank, on which shaft radially extending 
blades are fixed. These blades are preferably slightly 


curved from a radiai plane and are advisably substantially 
as long as the interior width of the tank. The shafts 9 
are so located in the tank that the blades as the shaft 
rotates come close to the bottom of the tank. The shafts 
where they pass through the sides of the tank are pro- 


pipe section 16 may be supported on the bar 17 by means 
of.collars tight on the pipe about it and above and rest- 
ing on the bar 17. These pipe sections, with the bar 17, 
are adapted to be readily removed from the tank and may 
be supplied in such number as is found desirable, being 
advisably so located as to depend into the tank between 
the agitators. The extremities of the pipe sections 16 
may be connected up to a source of supply and a dis- 
charge by flexible rubber pipe or some analogous means. 

The tank should be provided with covers 18, and these 
may extend from the ends of the tank to the transverse 
bars 17 and also between these bars. One of these cov- 
ers should be provided with a vent aperture 19 for the 
discharge of nitrogen and oxygen gases. The covers 
may be secured to the tank in any convenient manner, by 
which they can be readily removed for getting at the 
interior of the tani for cleaning it. The cleaning of the 
tank car always be readily accomplished by removing the 
covers and lifting out the pipe sections 16 and withdraw- 
ing the agitators 6 through the doorways normally closed 
by the doors. 

In a very cold climate if it shall be found necessary to 
do so the pipe sections 16 may be employed to introduce 
warm or hot water into the tank for raising the tempera- 
ture therein during the winter months to prevent freez- 
ing when the apparatus is shut down. 

In use it has been found that this apparatus is very suc- 
cessful in that the gases are by the operation of the 
agitators brought into extensive and satisfactory contact 
with the agitated or sprayed milk of lime, so that as the 
liquor flows off through the discharge port 5 it is found 
to be clear and completely and thoroughly formed bi- 
sulphite liquor of the quality and character required for 
digesting wood or other fibrous matter for producing 
pulp. 4

One of the retaining walls at the Lindauer pulp mill at 
Merrill, Wis., was washed out recently. Temporary re- 
pairs have been made, calculated to be effective until next 
spring, when the wall will be permanently replaced. 

Harry Smith was caught in a shaft in the Montrose 
paper mill, St. Catharines, Ont., Canada, last week and 
was almost instantly killed. He was forty-one years of 
age, and is survived by a widow and several children. 

The owners of the Godfrey Paper Mill, near Carpenter- 
ville, N. J., are making preparations for starting the mill, 
which has been idle for about two years. Tissue paper 
will be made and employment will be given to fifty hands 
at the outset. 


John Dreyer, foreman of the finishing room of the 
Kimberly & Clark Company's mill at Niagara, Wis., has 
been engaged to take a similar position with the Wolli 
River Paper and Fibre Company at Shawano.

A New Trial in a Damage Case.

Printing Company Involved in Ohio Bank Trouble.

Dayton, Ohio, November 29, 1904.—Troubles have 
been multiplying in the failure of the Lima Savings Bank 
and Trust Company, of Lima, Ohio. Also forced into 
receivership was the Buckeye Printing and Supply Com- 
pany, which was controlled by the Dewey & Leighton 
interests, which owned three-fourths of the stock in the 
defunct bank. It is claimed that the printing company 
overdrew its account on the bank $12,000, while a $11,00¢ 
credit of the South Side Lumber Company, which was 
owned by the same interests, was transferred to the Ohio 
Savings Bank and Trust Company, of Toledo, together 
with heavy mortgages on real estate of Dewey & Leigh- 
ton. The liabilities of the two firms will be over $20,000, 
with no alleged visible assets. The bank’s collapse seems 
a bad one, and arrests of certain officers were made this 
week. Other small firms are likely to be involved.

The water level in the tank being above that in the cylinder, 
it is obvious that the water flows into the cylinder and 
keeps up a continuous deposit of pulp on the screened 
passages thereof. The rotation of the cylinder by the apron 
5 causes this thin web of pulp to be conveyed to the apron, 
which latter takes it off and conveys it on to the next cyl- 
inder, and so on. The force of the current of water flow- 
ing into the cylinder may be modified by changing the 
water level within the cylinder, which, as. explained, is 
varied by changing the angle of inclination of the dis- 
charge pipe 10. While the valve 101 may be employed, its 
presence is of course not essential, since the discharge pipe 
10 may be of such a length that when it is projected verti- 
cally its upper end will be above the highest possible water 
level within the tank, thus effectively preventing circula- 
tion of water through the cylinder. 

In Fig. 3 there are indicated conventionally water levels 
within tank 1 and within the cylinder 4. 46 46 are stuffing 
boxes in which a suitable packing may be introduced at 
each end of the hub of the cylinder where it takes onto the 
shaft 9. 

In making a plain web of paper unreinforced and of uni- 
form thickness throughout its entire width the surface of 
the cylinder throughout substantially its entire width is 
provided with the wire gauze screen 45, and with the grid 
work or perforated portion underneath to allow of the free 
circulation of water. 

To make a reinforced web, certain points at equal inter- 
vals apart being built up or thickened, there is formed a 
plain web with a cylinder such as previously described, 
which makes what may be termed the “base web” of uni- 
form thickness throughout. When this base web is con- 
veyed to the next cylinder, on it is deposited at predeter- 
mined points spots or bands of regular or irregular shape, 
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as desired, the same being formed by depositing pulp upon 
correspondingly shaped screened passages of the face of 
the next cylinder. (For example, see the outline of the 
screened face of the cylinder shown in Fig. 5.) In this 
figure there is illustrated the improved cylinder having the 
central portion covered with an annular pattern of imper- 
vious material 47, the edges of which may be straight or 
fluted as indicated, so as to expose only a portion of the 
gauze screen to the circulation of water carrying pulp in 
suspension. It is therefore on this portion of the gauze 
screen only that the pulp is deposited. Hence as the base 
web traverses this cylinder there will be deposited thereon 
a second layer of pulp of a configuration corresponding to 
the shape of that part of the wire gauze on said cylinder 
which received the pulp. A third cylinder may have a 
screened portion of still a different shape upon which may 
be deposited pulp which is finally transferred to the partially 
reinforced basic web to still further build up the rein- 
forced portions. 

In Fig. 6 there is indicated the pattern strip of impervious 
material 47% as located between the two screens of the 
cylinder. In this figure the pattern strip merely appears in 
section. Fig. 6 is shown for the purpose of illustrating 
that the place of location of the pattern strip is immaterial, 
its function being rather to prevent the circulation of water 
through the screened face of the cylinder excepting at the 
portions where pulp is to be deposited. In Fig. 2 are il- 
lustrated four cylinders. The one indicated at the left 
hand end of the figure forms the basic web, the next ad- 
jacent cylinder applies a reinforcing strip along opposite 
edges of the basic web. The third cylinder deposits an- 
other layer of reinforcing pulp, and the fourth still another 
layer or border strip. 

In Fig. 7 there is shown a slight modification of the 
cylinder, which is arranged to deposit the border strips or 
reinforcing portions on the basic web. This cylinder dif- 
fers from the cylinder shown in Fig. 5 in that only those 
portions of the face of the cylinder upon which the web 
is to be deposited are cut through. In such an arrange- 
ment the cut through portions may or may not be pro- 
vided with the grid work shown in Fig. 5, depending en- 
tirely upon whether or not it is necessary to reinforce or 
support the wire gauze screen from within. It will be 
seen that within the barrel portion of the cylinder shown 
in Fig. 7 there are transverse webs 48 extending from the 
spokes laterally.

PAPER.—The movement of goods from the hands of the 
jobbers continues satisfactory. Prices with them are also 
firm. On the lower grades of wood Manila papers there 
has been a stiffening of prices because of the scarcity of 
ground wood. In the other grades there has been no change in 
the quotations. For Box Boards low quotations prevail 
because of the failure of the “leasing” plan. Tissue con- 
tinues very scarce and high in price. News paper is re- 
ported in excellent demand, as this is the season of heavy 
consumption, due partly to the extensive advertising now 
being carried by the daily papers. Prices on News have 
not varied materially for a number of months. On con- 
tracts over next year there is a tendency to lower prices, 
so it is said, especiaily on the part of the smaller News 
manufacturing companies. The increased production of 
News, due to the change of product of a few Manila mills, 
has had a bearish effect on the market. For Book papers 
the demand is still strong, with prices being well main- 
tained. In Writings the demand is firm and steady, with 
prices very regular. Manilas of all kinds are going well, 
owing to the activity of general business. The preparation 
for the holiday trade has increased the demand for Wrap- 
pings. With the mills the situation is still strong, all of 
them being full of orders. There is, however, signs of a 
lessened volume of business going to the mills, as jobbers 
are preparing to reduce stocks, preparatory to stock taking 
time.

WOOD PULP.—From all accounts there is practically 
no surplus stocks of ground wood for sale. The freezing 
weather in the pulp districts has cut down the production 
somewhat and has increased the fear of a shortage in pulp 
this winter. The prediction of a very stringent market in 
pulp this winter seems justified by present conditions. In 
the State of Maine and in some other sections the water in 
the streams is not as high as it should be to guarantee a 
full flow all winter. 


WOOD FIBRES.—The supply continues rather scarce, 
only a little surplus of either Foreign or Domestic fibres 
being offered for sale. The buying, however, is not heavy, 
as consumers are trying to get along with as little as pos- 
sible till about the first of the year. By that time they 
hope that lower prices will prevail.
